Andrew Ostrander, born 1761, husband of 


Jane Davis, was a native of Germany. Joined British 
Army under Burgoyne in 1777 during Revolution’and 

was taken prisoner at Bennington by the Americans 

from whom he ran away and went to the west of Albany 

in February 1778. In july of the same year joined 

a party of 40 loyaliste, 

SUBSEXISMEEEF going from Albahy to Niagara. They 
proceeded together as far as Schoharie seal enc 
Andrew and an English lad were sent across to secure 
pxexkeuex provisions. While at a house enquiring 

for the provisions they were both made prisoners

two. While the Piting was going on, Andrew and the lad 
escaped. Andrew ran down the creek and was able to

URR OSTRANDER /, 

Born on the west side of the Credit River eighty- 
one years ago when the land was surrounded and covered 
by forest, Urr Ostrander, one of the few remaining 
links between the pioneer life of the weat side and 
the present, passed away last Friday. His father, the 
‘late James Ostrander, was one of two brothers who heweé 
their way from the Niagara Peninsula to what is now 
Huttonville. They were United Empire Loyalists, and 
received in common with many others grants of land 
from the Crown on that account. The two brothers nad 
holdings amounting to several hundred acres. They 
knew the life of the country at its wildest. The son, 
who was born in the Ontario clearing, has often told 
of the setting of | trap for the wolves that infested 
the countryside, the trap peing baited with 4 live 
sheep. Mr. Ostrander spent practically all his life in 
the village, and until about twenty-five years ago, 
gonducted a hotel at the corner, the building being 
still extant. Mr. Ostrander in his youth was & noted 
wrestler, and many of the young men of the west 
travelled to Huttonville or to Brampton to try & fall 
with him. He was & very powerful man owing to his life 
in the pioneering days. His wife, Sarah Jane Graham,
